“La Carmagnole,”’ which the Anarchist 
mob sang yesterday in Paris while pillag- 
ing the Church of St. Joseph, took its name 
from Carmagnola, a town in Italy, near

In the sixteenth century it was fortified 
by the French, but fell into the hands of 
the Savoyards in 1588, and was assigned to 
them at the peace of 1601. 

On the capture by the army of the revolu- 
tion in 1792 its name became famous as 
the title of a Republican dancing song. 
which finished every verse with the refrain:

Disturbances in Paris Suggest a Pos- 
sible Repetition of the Scenes 
of Horror of 1871. 


Possible repetition of the scenes of the 
Commune of 1871 is suggested by the pres- 
ent disturbances in Paris. Before that ter- 
rible insurrection Louis Blanc, in speaking 
of the French revolution, had ‘written: 


That terror, by its excesses, had made 


another revolution forever impossible, and 
its violence had assured to the future of 
France a tranquil destiny.“ 

The Commune of Paris declared itself 
against the Versailles republic on March 
18, 1871, and the terrible insurrection began. 
Marshal MacMahon was instructed by the 
Versailles Assembly to reduce the insurgen: 
capital, and the second siege of Paris, with 
its accompanying horrors, began on April 
2 and continued until May 21.

Mercier’s Stupid Blunder. 

Any man of average common sense might 
have taught General Mercier that German, 
not French, is the language spoken in Vienna 
and that nobody would consent to believe 
that an Austrian officer reported in French 
to the Austrian Minister of War.

Mercier himself had some apprehension of 
the fact, for upon a superficial investigation 
of the document it was found that the alleged 
report was no report at all and that the 
man who produced it was so well aware of 
the fact that he took the precaution to write 
with his own hand the heading of the report.

Pretty Sight at “ Colors.” 

Tonight at colors the fleet presented a 
wonderful sight. Seven belle echoed across 
the bay from each yacht and midst the 
firing of the sunset guns which reverberated 
from the hills back of Toronto to the beauti- 
ful island across the bay, the flags and 
bunting on all of the yachts with one accord 
fluttered to the decks and were stowed away. 


The anchor lights were slowly raised to their 


positions and the blinking lights as each 
yacht rose on the slight swell coming in from 
Lake Ontario formed a vivid picture, while 
from each yacht came the sound of gs 
and music.

While Genesee was outside the island 
AmeHus Jarvis, skipper of Beaver, took his 
boat out for a trial in the bay. But few 
Chi¢ago yachtsmen saw the spin, but those 
who witnessed it are confident the Americas 
boat will hold its own tomorrow.

TELLS WHY ENGINES ARE SMOKY 


Supt. Renshaw of the Illinois Central 
Says New Locomotives Would Be 
Needed to Use Coke as Fuel. 


“If the Illinois Central railroad had to 
prevent the smoking of its locomotives by 
the use of coke to please the people who live 
on the South Side along its route the road 

would have to go to the expense of buying 
an entirely new style of locomotives.’ This 
was the reason given by Superintendent 
William Renshaw of the Illinois Central 
railway’s machinery department for the 
refusal of the road to adopt the coke fuel 
system, which is to be employed for the 
prevention of smoke in the suburbs by the 
Boston and Maine railroad. 


success for locomotive fuel, and the total 
abolition of the Smoke nuisance in the sub- 
urbs of that city is promised by the promot- 
ers of coke fuel. A simple substitution of 
the ordinary grate for a water-tube grate is 
claimed to be the only change necessary to 
adapt any ordinary Jocomotive for using 
coke as fuel. 

Superintendent Renshaw is of the belief 
that the undertaking of the Boston and 
Maine road is not practicable. From a 
mechanical standpoint, I don’t think the 
water-tube grates will be effective,“ he said. 
** While coke may prevent smoke it would 
create a fine dust, which might be as objec- 
tionable. I don't think there is any hope of 
getting smokeless locomotives for the Iii 
nois Central.”
